(A) a common admission application form for use
by a person seeking admission as a freshman student to a general
academic teaching institution; and

(B) an electronic common admission application
form for use by a person seeking admission as a freshman student to
an 1institution of higher education that admits freshman-level
students, other than a general academic teaching institution; [ané]

(2) shall:

(A) determine whether the adoption of an

electronic common admission application form for use by a person

seeking admission to an undergraduate nursing education program at

an institution of higher education would be cost-effective for

nursing schools; and

(B) adopt such a form by rule if the adoption is

determined under Paragraph (A) to be cost-effective for nursing

schools; and

(3) may adopt by rule a printed format common
admission application form for use by a person seeking admission as
a freshman student to an institution of higher education that
admits freshman-level students, other than a general academic

teaching institution.

(g-1) If an electronic common admission application form

for use by a person seeking admission to an undergraduate nursing

education program at an institution of higher education is adopted

under Subsection (a)(2) (B):

(1) the board must seek input from representatives of

undergraduate nursing education programs at institutions of higher

education in prescribing the form; and

(2) the form must include a link to information

regarding any available scholarship opportunities for

undergraduate nursing education degree students offered by

institutions of higher education.

area where the course is to be offered. In this subsection, "career

school or college" has the meaning assigned by Section 132.001.

SECTION 3. The Texas Higher Education Coordinating Board
shall make an initial determination regarding whether adopting an
electronic common admission application form for undergraduate
nursing education programs would be cost-effective as required by
Section 51.762, Education Code, as amended by this Act, not later
than September 1, 2014.

Sec. 61.9823. LIMITATIONS. (a) On qualifying for 1loan

repayment assistance under this subchapter, a nurse may receive

repayment assistance for each year of full-time employment as a

faculty member of a nursing degree program at an institution of

higher education or private or independent institution of higher

education, not to exceed five years.

(b) The amount of 1loan repayment assistance received by a

nurse under this subchapter may not exceed $7,000 in any one year.

(c) The total amount of loan repayment assistance provided

under this subchapter may not exceed the total amount of gifts and

grants accepted by the board for the repayment assistance and other

funds available to the board for the repayment assistance,

including any money reallocated under Section 61.9826.

The bill would amend the Education Code to require the Texas Higher Education Coordinating
Board (THECB) to determine whether the adoption of an electronic common application form for
undergraduate nursing education programs would be cost-cffective. If the TI TECB determines that
the form is cost-effective, the THECB shall adopta form for both new and transfer students
seeking admission to those programs.

The bill would also create a nursing faculty loan repayment assistance program administered by
the THECB. To be cligible to receive loan repayment assistance. a nurse must have been employed
full-time as a faculty member of a nursing degree program for one year at the time of application
for repayment assistance, at a public. private or independent institution of higher education, and
comply with any additional requirements adopted by board rule. The amount of loan repayment
assistance could not exceed $7.000 per year. Under provisions of the bill,

the THECB could reallocate money from the physician education loan repayment program that
exceeds the amounts necessary to fund physicians in that fiscal year. for purposes of

supporting cligible nurse applicants to the nursing loan repayment assistance program.

Methodology

Implementing provisions of this bill would result in a General Revenue-Dedicated cost of
5168000 per fiscal year. The cost associated with the loan repayment amount is based on 24 loan
recipients times the maximum award amount of $7.000. THECR reports that turnover rate for full-
time faculty in advanced practice nursing education programs was 7.9 percent. The number of
filled full-time positions as of September 30, 2012 was 283, while the number of vacant full-time
positions as of that date was 26: thus the total number of full-time faculty positions was 309.
Therefore, this estimate assumes that 7.9 percent of the full-time faculty positions, 24

faculty, would be either recruited or retained in those positions each year by receiving loan
repayment awards for the maximum amount. $7.000.

Since this program is tied to the physician loan repayment program which is funded by General
Revenue-Dedicated Account 5144, these costs are shown in the table above as General Revenue-
Dedicated funds.

Based on the LBB's analysis of responses from public university systems and the Texas Higher

Education Coordinating Board, it is assumed that administrative costs associated with
implementing provisions of the bill would be absorbed within existing resources.

Therefore, this estimate assumes that 7.9 percent of the full-time faculty positions, 24
